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TOWN OF DIDSBURY 


NOTICE! 


Extract from the Public Health Act Regarding CONTAG- 
1OUS and INFECTIOUS DISEASES, QUARANTINE, Etc. 


WHENEVER any householder ascertains or has reason to suspect 
iiiat a person within his family or household is infected with any of the 
following notifiable diseases, namely: Small Pox, Chicken Pox, Diphth- 
eria, Scarlet Fever, Typhoid Fever, Measles, German Measles, Whooping 
Cough, Mumps or any other disease which the householder has reason to 
suspect is of a contagious or infectious nature, he shall within twelve 
‘hours give notice in writing to the Medical Officer of Health. 

WHENEVER a householder ascertains or has reason to suspect that 
4 case of any of the diseases mentioned in the next preceeding section oc- 
curs the householder or the physician in attendance shall forthwith aflix 
wear every entrance of such house, a placard bearing in legible capitals 
of not less than two inch tpye, the name of the disease with which such 
house is infected and the word ‘QUARANTINED.’ The householder 
shall keep such placards affixed until the house is released from quaran- 
tine as provided in the Health Regulations. 

WHENEVER the word “QUARANTINE” or “QUARANTINED” 
js used in connection with the existence of any contagious or infectious 
disease in any house, or on any placard affixed on the house near any 
entrance to such house, it shall mean that such house, the inmates and 
contents thereof, shall be subject to the following restrictions: 

(1) No person therein shall leave, nor shall the contents thereof be 
semoved from any such house, nor shall sueh person hold communica-

(2) No person infeeted with any of the diseases named herein shall 
eave any house except with the written consent and under the direction 
of the Loeal Board of Health. 

EVERY PERSON guilty of violating any of the provisions of the 
Vablic Health Act shall be liable on summary convietion before a Justice 
{the Peace having jurisdiction to a penalty of not more than fifty 
dollars and eosts.
